SHOT IN THE DARK 


Police sniffer dogs called after residents report gunshot

Police dogs sniffed through a Chess- 
ington neighbourhood after a sus¬ 
pected shooting at a bus stop at the 
weekend. 

Officers were called out to Hook 
Road, pictured, near the Bridge 
Road roundabout, just before 
9.30pm on Friday, August 28, follow¬ 
ing reports of a loud gunshot sound 
heard by residents. 

By the time they arrived the entire 
middle panel of the Transport for 
London-owned bus stop had been 
destroyed. 

A Metropolitan Police spokesman 
said: “Police were called to a report 


of a shot fired in Hook Road, Chess- 
ington. Officers attended and found 
evidence of a suspected shot on the 
bus stop. Fortunately no one was 
injured.” 

The dogs were unable to sniff out 
any firearms, but the spokesman 
said enquires were still ongoing. 

Olivia Jones, who works at Surrey 
County Council, got off at the bus 
stop the morning after the suspect¬ 
ed shooting and said she saw 
smashed glass and bullet holes. 

She wrote on the South of the Bor¬ 
ough Neighbourhood Facebook 
group: “It was cordoned off last 
night by police. Why was it not 
cleaned up? It was ridiculously un¬ 
safe. Shattered glass everywhere 
[on] both sides of the bus stop and 
all over the pavement in tiny pieces. 


“It should have been a priority to 
clear it. Someone could seriously 
hurt themselves.” 

She also told group members of 
“bullet holes” in the Goddard Vet¬ 
erinary Group surgery and Ran¬ 
soms Plant Hire shop that sit behind 
the stop. 

But when the Kingston Guardian 
contacted Ransoms Plant Hire, 
manager Gary Grantham said he 
doubted the holes were caused by a 
shooting. 

He said: “Police were looking at 
the hole in the front [of the shop], 
but I think that has been there for 
months. I am not saying Chessing- 
ton is the safest of places but I don’t 
believe it was a shooting that night. 
It was more likely kids throwing 
stones. 


“The glass in that bus stop is al¬ 
ways being smashed. It is a shame 
because it makes a hell of a mess.” 

Jim Taylor, vice-chairman of the 
Chessington District Residents’ As¬ 
sociation, said: “That sort of thing is 
very disturbing in a quiet, residen¬ 
tial area such as ours. 

“We would need to know what 
kind of gun it was. If it was an air 
gun, I suppose that is a very differ¬ 
ent crime to if someone is walking 
around with a submachine gun.” 

No arrests had been made as the 
Kingston Guardian went to press 
and police had no information 
about what kind of weapon was 
used.

What would a proposed Community Housing Trust mean for residents? 

More control in running estates 


Council tenants could soon 
make decisions about the 
borough’s frontline housing 
services and estate repairs if 
a proposed Kingston Council 
initiative is agreed. 

But some have claimed 
the housing scheme repre¬ 
sents a “worrying” and “ap¬ 
palling” trend in the way the 
administration approaches 
consultations. 

Kingston is recommending 
the set-up of a Community 
Housing Trust (CHT) that 
would elect a board of 
residents to deal with the ma¬ 
jority of council housing con¬ 
cerns, such as rent collection 
and debt management. 

While the scheme has 
achieved cross-party backing 
and support from the 
Kingston Federation of 
Residents, the council has 
been criticised for treating its 
go-ahead as a foregone 
conclusion. 

A questionnaire on the 
council’s website consulta¬ 
tions page only allows resi¬ 
dents to pledge their support 
for the project. It does not 


allow for feedback. 

Council tenant Derek Moss, 
of the Alpha Road estate, 
said: “It is appalling that they 
[the council] are refusing to 
allow residents an indepen¬ 
dently audited vote on these 
far-reaching proposals and 
are counting anyone who 
says they think it ‘sounds like 
a good idea’ after being cor¬ 
nered on their doorstep as a 
supporter, without telling 
them that this is how their 
answers will be used.” 

Federation secretary 
Richard Grosvenor said it 
was “fair” residents had 
questioned the lack of con¬ 
sultation. 

He said: “Information has 
been vague. I think the coun¬ 
cil has realised this and there 
are more events planned. 
This should have all been 
done six months ago.” 

Kingston Council leader 
Kevin Davis said: “This pro¬ 
ject is basically about giving 
power to the residents them¬ 
selves. This is not my idea, 
not the council’s idea.

An independent, not-for-profit company owned by 
the council. The CHT would manage and deliver 
the majority of frontline housing services on be¬ 
half of the council, including repairs and rents. 
The CHT might be given responsibility for areas 
including homelessness and emergency housing. 

• How many people would this affect? 

Kingston has about 6,500 council tenants and

leaseholders all of whom would 
have a vote in elections. 

• Who runs a CHT? 

The majority of board members 
will be elected council house ten¬ 
ants and leaseholders but a mix of 
officers and housing professionals 
will also be employed. Tenants or 
leaseholders will nominate the 
board who will then be chosen by 
an independent ballot. To qualify as 
a board member, candidates must 
live in the borough, be over 18, and 
a council tenant or leaseholder, re¬ 
siding in their leasehold property. 

• Who will own your house? 

There will be no change in owner¬ 
ship. The council will retain its 
housing stock and ultimate respon¬ 
sibility for housing. 


• How much will a CHT cost to 
set up? 

Kingston Council has not yet fully 
calculated how much a CHT will 
cost to set up but Kingston Federa¬ 
tion of Residents has estimated it 
will be about £200,000. 

• How many people will the 
CHT employ? 

The CHT is likely to employ about 
115 staff, but this may be more if it 
is given increased responsibilities. 

• Will board members be paid? 

They will be paid expenses only. 

• How often will elections be 
held? 

Still to be decided but Kingston 
Council has estimated that it could 
be every three years. 


• With an average 34 per cent of 
voters turning out in council by- 
elections, if a similar number voted 
in the CHT elections, board mem¬ 
bers would have a lot of power to 
make decisions despite being 
voted in by a small percentage. 

• The council has yet to decide on 
many aspects of the portfolio. 


• There are fears the scheme 
could lead to privatisation of 
homes, although this would need 
a resident ballot and Government 
approval. 

• In theory a CHT would be better 
protected from cuts through its in¬ 
dependence from cash-strapped 
council budgets.

A brighter 
future? 



A new housing initiative that 
would put residents in con¬ 
trol of frontline council ser¬ 
vices such as rent collection, 
debt management and re¬ 
pairs on their estates is based 
on a scheme currently under 
review by another council. 

According to Home Life, a 
magazine published by 
Kingston Council and circu¬ 
lated in July, Kingston’s pro¬ 
posed Community Housing 
Trust (CHT) would be similar 
to the “innovative” scheme 
started in Welwyn Hatfield 
five years ago that aimed to 
put residents in charge of 
running their homes. 

But in April, only three 
months before, the Conserva¬ 
tive-led Welwyn Hatfield 
Council announced its CHT 
was under review with the 
possibility of housing being 
taken back under council 
control. 

Home Life uses the Hert¬ 
fordshire council as a case 
study in its promo material. 

It states: “At Kingston 
Council we believe in learn¬ 
ing from best practice in de¬ 
livering services from 
well-performing organisa¬ 
tions elsewhere. 

“Welwyn Hatfield Commu¬ 
nity Housing Trust has a 
track record in providing ex¬ 
cellent services in a cost-ef¬ 
fective way.” 

The scheme was proposed 
by the Kingston Federation 
of Residents to fit in with 
the council’s plan to become 
a commissioning council, 



outsourcing services to out¬ 
side bodies where possible. 

Richard Grosvenor, pic¬ 
tured, secretary of the feder¬ 
ation, said: “We have visited 
Welwyn Hatfield many 
times and in our opin¬ 
ion their CHT is a 
great success. I 
would be very sur¬ 
prised if it went 
back under council 
control. 

“It is no secret that 
councils often over¬ 
spend on services. The resi¬ 
dents are the people who 
know what is best for them 
and will be able to get the 
best deal.” 

Harry Hill, head of Cam¬ 
bridge Road Estate Resi¬ 
dents’ Association, said: “I 
have heard they are under re¬ 
view but this was planned 
[regardless of their success 
or failure].” 

In April an insider on the 
Welwyn Hatfield CHT board 
spoke out about the review 
and told the Welwyn Hatfield 
Times: “Every member of 
the board is angry and devas¬ 
tated.” 

Setting up a CHT has 
achieved cross-party support 
in Kingston. 

Councillor Linsey Cotting- 
ham, Kingston Labour group 
leader, said: “One of the rea¬ 
sons to set this up is I believe 
it would save money. The 
council need to save funds 
and residents are best placed 
to know how their money 
should be spent.” 


Kingston and Welwyn Hat¬ 
field Councils both denied 
the review suggested the 
scheme was failing despite 
plans for council officers 
to be drafted back in at the 
latter. 

A spokesman for 
Kingston Council 
said: “Councils across 
the country are care¬ 
fully reviewing every¬ 
thing they do in order 
meet the financial 
challenges we face. Given 
the significant costs of man¬ 
aging and maintaining hous¬ 
ing stock, it is no surprise 
that many councils are re¬ 
viewing their current ar¬ 
rangements, whatever those 
arrangements may be.” 

A spokesman for Welwyn 
Hatfield Council said: “At a 
time when we are set to move 
all housing trust staff into 
the main council offices, we 
are also taking the opportu¬ 
nity to review the ongoing 
management of the council’s 
housing stock. 

“Underpinning the review 
is an assessment of whether 
merging the housing trust 
back under council control 
will be the best way of contin¬ 
uing to deliver high quality 
housing services.” 

Its independent review will 
be published at the end of 
September. 

• A meeting of the CHT 
shadow board on Septem¬ 
ber 7 has been cancelled. 

An alternative date has 
yet to be announced. 


Working to regenerate council housing 


Kingston’s existing Better Homes 
scheme for council housing has 
received mixed reviews from ten¬ 
ants and leaseholders since its 
2012 launch. 

It is a major improvement 
works programme that was sup¬ 
posed to see all of the borough’s 
council-owned housing ultimate¬ 
ly exceeding Government stan¬ 
dards by 2017. 

In January 2015 council leader 
Kevin Davis said the programme 
brought in by the previous Liber¬ 
al Democrat administration was 
“not good enough”. 

Residents have also complained 
the scheme has fallen short of ex¬ 
pectations. 

Last July homeowners on the 
Kingsnympton estate hit out at 
the council when they were 
asked to fork out almost £10,000 


of their own money to pay for 
communal repairs. 

Wiviam Clogassi, a leaseholder 
of Church Lane in Chessington, 
said: “The costs just seem to have 
gone up and up. A few months 
ago we were all informed that our 
block of flats would be renovated. 
There has been a series of terri¬ 
ble work, nothing makes sense 
and we feel that our money is 
being wasted. We are now being 
told we will have to 
wait until December/ 
for answers.”

was announced alongside the 
proposal to set up a CHT this 
year. 

The programme aims to pro¬ 
vide better quality homes and 
bring about new housing. 

Richard Grosvenor, Kingston 
Federation of Residents’ secre¬ 
tary, said: “I think we have come 
to realise that the Better Homes 
project is just the beginning. 

“This kind of programme needs 
to keep going.”

Two people escaped an infer¬ 
no that destroyed a £1.5m Sur¬ 
biton family home on Friday. 

Nine engines and 66 fire¬ 
fighters battled the blaze that 
engulfed the detached house 
in Corkran Road in the early 
hours of the morning. 

Police cordoned off the 
road while firefighters took 
almost seven hours to bring 
the flames under control. 

Neighbour Alana Jackman 
called the fire brigade at 
2.30am. 

She said: “I woke up and 
called the fire brigade and 
watched it from the third 
floor of our house. 

“It was unbelievably scary - 
how quickly it happened. 


“The roof collapsed about 
12 minutes after I had called 
999.” 

A Surbiton firefighter 
added: “Initially we were just 
called to reports of smoke, 
but it was going like anything 
when we turned up. 

“Our attack was hindered 
because of some large steel 
gates and it took us sometime 
to get in. 

“It was a really nice de¬ 
tached property. Sadly there 
is not much left of it.” 

According to police the 
property was under refur¬ 
bishment at the time of the 
blaze and the couple staying 
there managed to escape 
when a smoke alarm went 
off. 

A woman who had been in 
the house was taken to hospi¬ 
tal with minor leg injuries, 
but firefighters said it could

have been “a very different 
ending”. 

Firefighter and Surbiton 
group manager Dave O’Neill, 
who went to the fire, said: 
“Smoke alarms undoubtedly 
saved the lives of the two peo¬ 
ple who were inside at the 
time. 

“A woman staying there 
was woken by the alarm 
going off and found patches 
of fire on the carpet, and so 
left the house with another 
resident. 

“I can’t stress how impor¬ 
tant smoke alarms are. You 
should have them on every 
floor of your home and you 
should test them regularly. 

“If this house didn’t have a 
working smoke alarm, the 
story could have had a very 
different ending.” 

The cause of the fire is still 
under investigation. 


MAN DEAD A man found dead in a 
Worcester Park flat has been named 
as 27-year-old Bulgarian national 
Rosen Ivanov. Mr Ivanov, originally 
from Stara Zagora in southern 
Bulgaria, was found in Rushmere 
Court, the Avenue, on the morning of 
Friday, August 21. He worked for 
Colliers Wood-based digital printing 
company Waterloo Print. A 32-year- 
old Worcester Park man was arrested 
on suspicion of murder and bailed 
until the end of September. 

RAPE CLAIM: A 33-year-old woman 
was allegedly raped in a Surbiton 
alley. The alleged attack is said to 
have happened on August 19 in 
Newmans Lane, off St James’ Road, 
and was reported to police by a third 
party. A 64-year-old man was 
arrested in connection with the 
alleged rape and bailed until early 
November. Anyone with information 
should call Crimestoppers 
anonymously on 0800 555111.

Not giving tenants a voice 
is betrayal of civic values 


As things stand, the people who 
would be directly affected by the 
proposed Community Housing 
Trust, so ubiquitously touted, 
are to be granted precisely no 
properly recognised, legitimate 
opportunity to officially register 
their opinion on the matter. 
“Trust” indeed. 

A scheme whose proponents so 
triumphantly exhort its future 
subjects to bestow upon it their 
unreservedly uncritical “trust”, 
could be implemented by a sim¬ 
ple, yet paradoxical expedient: 


denial to those very same people 
of any access whatsoever to the 
customary democratic process. 

That will be a “not mutually 
shared” trust relationship, then, 
or “we do not trust you suffi¬ 
ciently to actually measure your 
trust in us now.. .but promise you 
can trust us later” relationship. 

If Kingston Council is so confi¬ 
dent of the virtues of its propos¬ 
al, of what precisely is it so 
afraid as to try to get away with 
such a shameless ruse? 

A similar attempt to replace 


the existing - and broadly popu¬ 
lar - publicly controlled adminis¬ 
tration of council housing with a 
privatised management set-up 
was firmly rejected in a demo¬ 
cratic vote only four years ago. 

Before that council tenants 
voted not once, but twice, to re¬ 
ject privatised control of their 
homes. 

First, in 2004, Kingston squan¬ 
dered more than £330,000 on a 
glossy propaganda campaign to 
persuade tenants to accept 
a wholesale sell-off of the 


borough’s entire 5,500-plus coun¬ 
cil-owned properties. 

This ideologically driven agen¬ 
da has been repeatedly rejected 
in Kingston thanks to an accept¬ 
ed free and fair democratic 
procedure. 

To now attempt to finesse pri¬ 
vatisation into existence by 
sleight of hand, by refusing to re¬ 
spect established democratic 
rights, would be a betrayal of 
civic values.

With a current lack of housing

Adding environmental value 
to your home will not only save 
you money when it comes to 
paying bills, but it is also a 
good investment into your 
property and will increase the 
worth of the building. 

According to research carried 
out by the Energy Saving Trust, 
carbon appeal is set to be a 
bigger consideration than curb 
appeal when it comes to buying 
a new home. 

Their study found 53 per cent 
of people surveyed would be 
willing to pay an extra £3,350 for 
a home with environmentally 
friendly features. 

Another interesting result from 
this survey was that 78 per cent 
of those asked also said they 
had a poor rating on their EPC 
(Energy Performance Certificate) 
- something now required for 
any home being sold. Here are 
a few ways to boost your EPC 



rating and add environmental 
value to your property: 

Find Out Your EPC Score: 
Without knowing what your 
EPC score is, it's hard to know 
which area of your house to focus 
on. A Domestic Energy Assessor 
will be able to look around your 
property and prepare an 
Energy Performance Certificate 
for you. 

This will be rated between 
A - G, with A being the most 
energy efficient and G being the 
least. 

The average score for existing 
homes is a low D (or a score of 
46), but there are some easy 
ways to boost this up to a C. If a 
buyer is looking for a property in 
your area and your house is rated 
as a C and others have an E rat¬ 
ing, that could be the factor that 
helps them to make their final 
decision. 

The main areas of your home 
that will affect your EPC are the 
roof, your walls and insulation, 
windows, heating, and lighting. 

Walls and Insulation: There are 
two main types of walls - solid 
and cavity. The majority of hous¬ 
es built since 1925 have cavity 
walls - this involves two skins of 
brick with a gap between them. 


This is more insulating than a 
solid wall, especially when the 
gap is filled with insulating 
material like rockwool or spun 
glass fibres.
